- WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—There was 
«, large attendance upon the floor of the 
house and in the galleries today in antic- 
ipation of the debute on the bill to repeal 
:thc war, revenue taxes. Just prior to 
the assembling of the house the commit- 
tee on rulen mot and agreed upon the 
form of a special rulo for the considera- 
tion of the bill by the terms of which it 
would be brought to a vote at -1 o'clock 
tomorrow. The chaplain in his invoca- 
tion prayed that the life ot' Representa- 
tive Mheppard of Texas, who if danger- 
ously ill. might be spared. 


After some minor business had1 been 


clwred away. Mr. Dalzell (Fa.) from the 
committee on rules presented the ipecial 
urdev agreed upon by that committee. 


.Mr, Dalzell explained the efl'cc't of the 


rule. This measure 
he said, was pre- 


sented to redeem u pledge made when 
the war revenue taxes were imposed that 
wien the necessity for them ceased they 
would be repealed. 


This was a me*J«ure on which lie un- 


derstood, there was practically unani- 
mity <>f sentiment on both sides of tne 
house. It ws« u simple repeal measure 
and it was deemed wise that it should 
be brought to u vote without complica- 
tion on the extraneous iKsuw. At the 
conolusion of this brief statement Mr. 
Dalzell yielded thirty minutes to Mr. 
Underwood (Ala.) also of the committee 
on rules.

Dr. AYiugate, president of the state 


board of health, came down from Mil- 
waukee Saturday evening for the ex- 
press purpose of determining how many 
cases of genuine smallpox there are in 
the city and what course ought to be 
taken to prevent the spreading of the 
disease. When Dr. Wingatn was famil- 
iiu-ied with the situation here, .he said 
if the Chicago authorities knew, the slip- 
shod manner in which the local, authori- 
ties were taking care of-the-eases,.th£ en- 
tire city of Kacine would be isolitbd; all 
passenger trains passing through here 
would have to undergo a rigid inspection 
before, they would be allowed lo enter 
the metropolis; in fact, Racine would be 
practically quarantined from the outside 
world.

There was some doubt ih- this city in 


regard to the Jonas Hoye, Jr., case. :The 
attending physician did not..1 pronounce 
the -case smallpox.'

ly seventy cases exist in the oily in a 
mild. form. Other doctors estimated the 
number to exceed that fignrc while some 
claim'the reports have been greatly ex- 
aggerated. 
However, there are three 


genuine cases-of smallpox in Kacine, a 
report which is not denied. 


No guards are being placed to watch 


the homes where the three cases exist. 
The only precautions taken thuu far to 
prev.ent the spreading of .the disease are 
nailing the yellow cards upon each door 
where smallpox exists, the inhabitants 
of such homes being placed on their hon- 
or, nothing being done to prevent them 
leaving the house any time they choose, 
and unless more stringent measures are 
adopted there is danger the entire city 
will become thoroughly 
honeycombed 


with smallpox, as Dr. Garlock says.

Goldsmith, had been trying to ride two 
horses, with the usual results and in his 
proceeding only damaged himself and 
certainly not the Republican league or 
Col. Dan Starkey.

-It has worked success- 
fully, and there is not a shadow of a 
doubt that at this moment the senti- 
ment of the Republican voterE oE this 
stato arc. overwhelmingly in favor of the 
Wisconsin Republican league and its ob- 
jects.

weather. An invalid certainly requires j 
More artificial heat than a person in 
normal health, but they arc more sensi- 
tive also to impure aiv or to an over- 
lieated room.' There should 
he u con- 


stant source of ventilation somewhere 
in the room. The best way of securing 
this U'by means of an open fireplace, 
which heats us well as ventilates 
a 


rofin. If the fireplace'floes not furnish 
enough heat, it is often used in connec- 
tion with u furnace register or steam 
•heat, because it furnishes a'current of 
mire outside air,.keeping the room con- 
stantlv ventilated. 


A winter room is much more cheerful 


if there are flowers growing in some por- 
tion of it; they add a great deal to the 
cheerfulness of a sick room. -They need 
not be kept in the room at night, and 
can be changed from time to time so as 
to keep blossoming plants somewhere,in 
the sight of the invalid. The room of a 
sick person should have a. southern or 
western exposure in winter, so fis to se- 
cure as much sunshine as possible. 


The rattling, of coal or other 
fuel 


which is put on an open tire or stove is 
often very annoying to a nervous in- 
valid. A silent poker'has been invented 
to moderate the noise of the fire! :Some 
nurses put their supplies of coal o.n the 
tire in paper tags such as grocers use to 
bring sugar and other groceries In..

Main.sewers .should tie .'thoroughly .veu- 
'tilated. like house sewers, and thus pro- 
tected against any dangerous accumula- 
tion of sewer gas. which will otherwise 
force itself into houses which have noth- 
ing but water 
traps to keep it out. 


Frequent outbreaks of diphtheria and 
other disen--.es arise from this dangerous 
gas in houses of wealth in winter, when

ing powder, the whites of four eggs, two 
ounces of shaved citron, four ounces ot 
swset almonds'shredded, one-half tea 
cupful vi desiccated cocoanul, oiu-lin 


cupful of light sultana raisins and a half 
wine glass of pear syrup to which has 
been added half a teaspoonful of lemou 
juice. This IB used as a. substitute for 
tvhite wine.. Beat the butter to a. cream 
and gradually beat in the- sugar, then 
thu pear syrup; add the

eggs, then' the flour arid lastly the fruit. 
Bake in a moderate oven a.bout 40 min- 
utes. Cover with a flavored frosting, 
putting it on to have a rough appear- 
ance. 


Pea eh Pie.—For a peach pie line a pie 


plate with good puff-paste and fill with 
pealed and halved peaches. Sprinkle 
the fruit with sugar—about 
half a cup 


—and sift over one tablespoonful of 
flour. If the fruit is not juicy use less 
flour. Add a few bits 
of butter and 


•bake. 


Riced Potatoes.—Heat the colander 


and press through it-into a hot dish a 
pint of seasoned mashed potatoes. It is 
best to have only a few tablespoons of 
potatoes in the colander at one time.

AWother Mail Bag Ground to Pieces

Against Trains' Speed. 


A bag of mail, thrown from a North- 


western train passing through South i-.l- 
waukee at 8 o'clock last Monday morn- 
ing, was drawn beneath the wheels and 
ground to pieces, a check for $1,200 be- 
ing the only piece of paper found intact 
out of 500 or 600 letters.

'stiid that a lengthy, letter, has been for- 
warded to Admiral -Deivoy by Prince 
Henry of Prussia- through n. warm per- 
sonal' friend, to whieh i,t was sent by the 
prince from Berlin. It expresses1 the 
kindest personal regard, find is in a way 
an apology from Germany to the 
;td- 


liiiral. 


Prince Henry admits that 
the Ger- 


mans made errors in the engagement at 
Manila,, and that Admiral Deivey was 
right and ncted best in all things. 


This letter will £0 received with great 


gratification by the admiral, for he has 
a high regard for the prince, and un- 
pleasant relations of state made the sit- 
uation somewhat embarrassing at 
n 


'time when the American people expect- 
ed him to represent them, and when he 
wanted 'to express his personal feelings 
in a public way. 


Admiral Dewey will send a represen- 


tation to Kew York to ro'-ivc Prince 
Henry for him, as the scriou- condition 
of Mrs. Dcwcy's health will prevent him 
from being there in person.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—The senate 


voted Saturday to place all employes of 
the census office under civil service rules.

which covered the whole civil service 
question. 


On motion of Mr. MeCoinas, the first 


paragraph of section 5 was so amended 
as to read: "That all employes of the 
census office except 
unskilled laborers, 


at the date of the passage of this act. 
shall be, and they arc hereby placed 
without further examination, under tlie 
provisions of the civil service net." 


On motion of Mr. Teller the bill was 


amended so as to provide for an as?H- 
tant director of the census at a salary 
of $4,000 a year, and further that tho 
terms of appointment of both the dircc-' 
'tors and assistant director should be 
four yours.

tematically and persistently plotted our 
downfall, He sucered at .'the "shoulder- 
strapped, gold lace flunkeys" who were 
to be dispatched -across 'the. Atlantic to 
bend the knee and to kiss the hand of 
the English king whose government, he 
declared, had attempted to form a- coal- 
ition of European government to thwart 
us while we were seeking to strike the 
shackles from Cuba. Honest, straight- 
forward American diplomacy, he declared, 
had given way to European diplomacy. 
He said he respected the present occu- 
pant of the White Hon.se. He was, he 
said, too straightforward for many of 
his party colleagues, slightly sjuixotic, 
perhaps and hasty tempered, but ho n- 
e;;it and brave enough, ho thought, to 
"boot out that man in the state depart- 
ment who had brought us to this humil- 
iating position."

"The entire city of Racine is thorough- 


ly honeycombed with genuine smallpox," 
aaid Dr. It.' R. Garlock, one of the oldest 
practicing 
physicians in Eacine, to 
a 


Journal" reporter late last night. "Only 
universal vaccination will wipe out and 
prevent the spreading of this loathsome 
malady/' he continued. 
£'I am positive 


now that smallpox exists here and is 
rapidly obtaining a strong hold on our 
citizens. I think the city 
authorities 


ought to insist on universal vaccination. 
Every school child should be vaccinated; 
every factory employe should be inocu- 
lated and every business and profession- 
al man who has'not been vaccinated 
should attend to it at once, as vaccina- 
tion not only prevents smallpox but also 
lessens the severity of the disease." In 
conclusion, Dr. Garlock said: "I believe 
the municipal authorities ought to go to 
work' very diligently on this thing and 
insist on people being vaccinated. Uni- 
versal vaccination will be the means of 
stamping but this disease in less than 
three' weeks' time." 


Three cases of genuine smallpox, two 


cases, of varioloid and the other conflu- 
ence' siriallpox were reported late yester- 
day afternoon. The members 
of 
the 


member's* of the board of health were no- 
tified very quickly, the result of which 
a meeting was held in the city hall to 
take 
imiriediate action and 
come 
to 


soh)c conclusion as to what 'would be the 
best course to pursue. Those present at 
the assemblage were Drs. S. C. Buchan 
(t'hairman), Haven, Pope and Garlock, 
besides the health officer, Chief Pfister. 


Dr. Garlock reported that A. W. Hilk- 


er, of the firm of Hilker Brothers, promi- 
nent brick manufacturers, was suffering 
with an attack of smallpox in tho form 
of varioloid. Mr. Hilker was taken sick 
about rive days ago. He has been ailing 
ever since. While he is not dangerously 
ill, he is nevertheless suffering with the 
genuine disass. The Journal stated the 
other day Mr. Hilker was sick sit his 
home near the brick, yard north of the 
city with chicken pox. This statement 
was given out and substantiated by Dr. 
Garlock, the 
attending physician. At 


that time he was not satisfied whether 
or not. the man had smallpox. He diag- 
nosed the case thoroughly and waited 
until further developments before 
lie 


came to any conclusion. Yesterday lie 
saw the man was suffering witli vario- 
loid and hastened to report the case to 
the proper authorities. Dr. Garlock ac- 
counts for the man having the disease in 
a mild form to having been vaccinated 
some time ago. 


On account of Mr. Hilker residing just 


outside'of the city limits, it is beyond 
the power of the city officials to lake any 
action as the case is left to the sole dis- 
cretion of the town officers. As yet no 
quarantine is maintained: this will be 
left to the town board. However, it is 
thought that the rural officers will effect 
.one. John D. Jones,' residing on 'the 
] middle road in the town of Mt.'Pleasant, 
is town clerk. He will.be communicated 
with immediately 
and asked 
to take 


every possible precaution to prevent the 
disease spreading. It is likely a quar- 
antine will be established. Hilker's fam- 
ily, consisting of a wife and babe, have 
been exposed ami are now living in the 
house with the unfortunate man. The 
mother and the child have been vaccin- 
ated and there is no symptoms of them 
having contracted the disease, Hilker is 
about 33 years of age. No theory is ad- 
vanced where he contracted the ailment.

Jonas Hoyle, Jr., a son of ex-Alderman 


! Hoyle of the First ward, is sick at his 


i home, 309 Fourth street with smallpox 
or varioloid. He Avas taken i!l about 
two days ago and lias all the symptoms 
of the disease.

~AN ACCUSATION FAtl/EIN FI/AT. 


If the allegations of bribery against 


the Republican league were true it 
•would be a serious matter, but they arc 
not. The two names given of newspa- 
per men, H. E. Roethe and G. W. Gold- 
smith, it seems, were paid money by the 
league for the expressed purpose and 
stated so in the affidavits of the alleged 
bribed ones, that it was for sending their 
papers to people not now subscribers, in 
short, that the money was paid for sub- 
scriptions. Both these men assured Col. 
Starkey they were iu sympathy 
with 


the objects of the league, particularly 
HO was Mr. Goldsmith, who is charged 
with taking the money and then expect- 
ing to get a job from the governor, but 
which job Governor La Follette does 
not now see fit to give liim. As to Mr. 
Roethe, this gentleman, on thinking it 
over, thought it might involve him in 
explanations with some of his friends 
and concluded., which he did, to return 
the money. The affidavit is in no wise 
contradicted by Col. Starkey, who -says 
it is partially correct, only the tone o{ 
it differs from the conversations he had 
previously had with him, that is regard- 
ing his sentiments. 


It seems the first named person, Mr. 


Goldsmith, had been trying to ride two 
horses, with the usual results and in his 
proceeding only damaged himself 
and 


certainly not the Republican league or 
Col. Dan Starkey. 
The office Goldsmith 


was to receive was that of oil inspector, 
but Col. Murphy, the governor's 
secre- 


tary, says while the 
commission was 


made out some days ago it will not now 
be issued. 


The Milwaukee correspondent of the 


Inter Ocean said in a letter of Tuesday: 


In speaking of the matter, Colonel 


Starkey said: 
' 


'•"In accordance with the dirty tactics 


that the administration forces are pur- 
suing, they are trying to make it appear 
that in this matter money was used il- 
legitimately to influence the press of the 
state. They have the audacity to make 
that charge in the face of a public state- 
ment which I made some weeks ago ex- 
plaining in detail the course \ve had pur- 
sued as regards the newspapers. There 
had been insinuations of improper use 
of money in a number of papers, and I 
concluded that since there was absolute- 
ly nothing in our dealings with the 
newspapers of which 
we might 
br. 


ashamed, the be.-vt thing to do was to 
tell the public exactly what we were do- 
ing. At that time I explained that we 
were trying the experiment of using 
newspapers instead of the ordinary cam- 
paign literature; that we thought we 
could accomplish our aims best, by send- 
newspapers to doubtful voters instead 
of sending pamphlets, circulars., and let- 
ters. 
Anybody who knows what it 


costs to send out literature will realize 
at once that through the newspapers we 
could reach thousands of voters at 
a 


comparatively small cost, and, though 
this course had never before 
been fol- 


lowed so far as wn know, we concluded 
to send the newspapers that, were friend- 
ly to us to doubtful voters instead of 
other matter. It has worked success- 
fully, and there is not a shadow of a 
doubt that at this moment the senti- 
ment of the Republican voters of this 
state arc overwhelmingly in favor of the 
Wisconsin Repxiblican league and its ob- 
jects. No editor has been offered, one 
oent to change his opinion, and we have 
been careful not to offer to circulate 
a 


paper until it had given evidence of its 
sympathy with us. 


'•As to the papers under consideration, 


no exception was made in their 
cases. 


Mr. Roethe and Mr. Goldsmith had both 
assured us and their friends that they 
were in sympathy 
with the Wisconsin 


'Republican league, and they had had ut- 
terances in their papers showing that 
they were. We therefore liad no reason 
to doubt their sincerity. Mr. Goldsmith 
particularly was loud in his professions 
of sympathy. He canie to my office and 
volunteered to do that which I should 
never have dreamed of asking him to do. 
Ha told me that the sentiment in his 
county was changing, and that he 
be- 


lieved it would be in the end strongly in 
favor of the league. He wanted to be in 
accord, he said, with the sentiments of 
his county. He was not satisfied with 
the course the governor had taken, and 
assured me he would not support him 
any longer. He 
told me of friends 


whom he could interest, and he volun- 
teered to ravel a'bout his county in our 
interest if we would pay his expenses 
»nd give him transportation. Now he 
has accepted the position of deputy oil 
inspector at the hands of the governor, 
ami therefore makes this statement. It 
is useless to waste words commenting 
sir-the'action of -a--man who will do what 


•Mr. Goldsmith has done. The harm he 
has done will be to himself, not to 
us., 


He has not even had the courtesy to re- 
turn the money which we paid him for 
subscriptions which he did not give us, 
notwithstanding that he has made a 
sworn statement ^that he has 'paid it. 
He has taken a job from the 
governor 


and kept our money, and that is the 
kind of man Mr. Goldsmith is. Any fur- 
ther comment is unnecessary. 


"As to Mr, Roethe, what he says • in 


his affidavit is practically 
correct, and 


it differs materially from the alleged in- 
terview with him. In a telegram - to 
Mr, E. D. Coe he has repudiated all but 
his affidavit, with which I have no quar- 
rel as to the facts. As to the ethics of 
the other matter, Mr. Roethe will see it 
differently some day, 


"An affidavit is" printed from another 


man whom I do riot know, and. as I hare 
no dealings with him whatever I cannot 
say anything about the truth or falsity 
of what he confirms," 


So far as Mr. Roethe'is concerned, it 


can be said that he is a very conscien- 
tious, respectable and honorable gentle- 
man, against whom never, so far as 
known, has there been a breath of scan- 
dal. 
The admissions in his affidavit are 


neither damaging to 
Tiimself, Colonel 


I Starkey, nor the Wisconsin Republican" 
; league. He says "that he received $200, 
' which was to be applied upon .Bubscrip- 
: tion account, it being the plan of the 


j league to 
furnish him with names of

After having thought the matter, over he 
returned the money, believing, he says, 
that if it should become known his 
friends would not understand it proper- 


, ly. No effort was made to buy Roethe's 


editorial opinions. Such a thing would 
have been unnecessary, even had it been 
thought wise by the league 
managers, 


for Roethe has been a supporter of the 
opposition to La Follette for some time, 
expressing himself freely, both in his pa- 
per and elsewhere, as dissatisfied with 
the administration of the governor.

food any more than some sorts of im- 
pure and process butter, people have not 
been so clamorous in this matter. The 
people have a right to demand' even,' 
imitation of a natural food 'should be 
la-beled for precisely just what ' it is. 
Manufacturers and dealers and retailers 
of oleo have no right to dispose of the 
product as butter, but sold as oleomar- 
garine and butterine, and nothing else, 
and while yet no worse than hundreds 
of other food substitutes, and in truth 
not so dangerous, yet the public must 
be protected against .fraud. 


Again there has been no consideration 


of that helpless actual consumer, they 
who go to the table in absolute 
confi- 


dence and have no means of knowing 
what it is they are using, butterine .or 
butter. They can not tell by the taste, 
the color, 
the smell, or the: effect. 


Everybody, else has been protected, 
tlie 


wholesaler, from the manufacturer,, the' 
retailer from the wholesaler, the buyer 
in the package from the retailer, but the' 
real consumers, where do.they come in? 
It seems here is a monstrous injustice 
to be perpetrated and one the mass of 
the people should rise against the politi- 
cal schemers doing business under vari- 
ous alias. The Free Press says: 


"The last thought that seems to enter 


the mind of anybody in relation to the 
<?leo bill is the bearing it may have on 
the interests of the consumer. The 
farmer and those who are.urging legisla- 
tion in his interest desire'to have an al- 
most prohibitory tax levied on its man- 
ufacture. The packer is naturally anx- 
ious to purstie a lucrative business un- 
hampered by hostile legislation. Mean- 
while the consumer is ground 
between

For the consumer this is the only infal- 
lible test. Marking the package, no" 
matter how plainly, is but a superficial' 
measure, affording no safeguard/ except 
to those who purchase their own sup- 
plies in the original package."

courts. The truth'is, while the -labor

THE FAMILY CTBCLE. 


Invalids in Winter.—Them arc many 


danger.* that lurk around 
tin-, invalid 


shut iip in winter rooms front' which 
every draught of air "is sedulously ex- 
cluded that they arc not subject to in 
summer when abundance.of pure outside 
air is admitted freely 
everywhere. In 


the winter the invalid is certainly a 
".shut in" in every sense of the word. 
Well-meaning people do not hesitate to 
overheat the house in winter, as though 
all would go well with the sick if they 
were kept sufficiently warm, in cold 
weather. An invalid certainly requires 
.more artificial heat than a person in 
normal health, but they are more, sensi- 
tive also to impure ah' or to an over- 
heated rooii). There should he a con- 
stant source of ventilation somewhere 
in the room. The best way of securing 
this is by means of an open fireplace, 
which heats as well as ventilates a 
roon. If the fireplace -'does not furnish 
enough heat., it is often used in connec- 
tion with a furnace register or steam 
heat, because it furnishes a'current of 
pure outside air, keeping the room con- 
stantly ventilated. 


A winter room is much more cheerful 


if there are flowers growing in some por- 
tion of it; they add a great deal to the 
cheerfulness of a sick room. -They need 
not be kept in the room at night, and 
can be changed from time to time so as 
to keep blossoming plants somewhere, in 
the sight of the invalid. The room of a 
sick person should have a southern or 
western exposure, in winter, so as to-se- 
cure as much sunshine as possible. 


The rattling, of coal or other 
fuel 


which is put on an open fire or stove is 
often very annoying to a nervous in- 
valid. A silent poker has been invented 
to moderate the noise of the fire! :Sorne 
nurses put their supplies of coal op the 
fire in paper bags such as grocers Use to 
bring sugar and other groceries In.. The 
life of the invalid in winter is necessar- 
ily more monotonous than in summer, 
and everything should be done to break 
that monotony. 


The Duties of a Guest.—We live in an

HOUSEHOLD XOTES. 


The 'Ventilation of Sewers.—Modern 


house sanitarians agree that ,tlie best 
protection against the presence of sewer j 
gas in our houses lies in the thorough 
ventilation of the house mains and sew- 
ers. Xo water trap or any other trap 
which has been devised to keep out 
sewer gas can be depended upon to do 
so. The presence of n. -current 'of pure 
air flowing into tlie sower and Carrying 
off all gas is the hygienic method"of dis- 
posing of it. An ordinary house drain 
should not measure rhbre than 
four, 


inches in diameter. One .of the larger 
size AS not so easily flushed but as one of 
this size, which is'plenty large enough 
for all purposes for which' / it,is put in. 
Main.sewers should be thoroughly -veil- 
'filated, like house sewers, and thus pro- 
tected against any daugcrous accumula- 
tion of sewer gas, which will otherwise 
force itself into houses which have noth- 
ing but water 
traps to keep it out. 


Frequent outbreaks of diphtheria and 
other diseases arise from this dangerous 
gas in houses of wealth in winter, when 
such houses are overheated and shut in 
from every current of fresh air, while 
the 
open, unheated 
and unsr.wercd 


homes of the poor are comparatively 
free from such diseases., and show the 
dangers that rise from sewer gas and 
the need of ventilating sewers, especially 
•in 'winter. 
Hftwe'r gas is certain', if sew- 


ers are not vcntilatedj to escape into 
nir living rooms and 
bedrooms, and

ered sufficiently to stick together re- 
move it from the pan to a punch bowl 
or sonie other large dish, the idea being 
not to have, the corn thickly covered 
with the candy and 
to have it light.

.White Fruit Cake,—One-half cupful of 


butter, one c-upful fine .sugar, one nnd 
one-hnlf cnpfuk of flour thoroughly sift- 
ed with one heaping teaspocraful of bak 
ing powder, the w3iites of four cgga, two 
ounces of shared citron,, four -ounces ot 
sweet, almonds • shredded, one-half 
tea 


cupful MI desiccated cocoamil, one-halt 


cupful o.f light sultana raisins and a half 
wine glass of pear syrup to which 
has 


been added half a teaspoonful of lemon 
juice. This is used as a substitute for 
white wine. Beat the butter to a cream 
and gradually beat in the sugar, then 
the pear syrup; add the well-beaten 
eggs, then the flour and lastly the fruit. 
Bake in a moderate oven about 40 min- 
utes. Cover with a flavored frosting, 
putting it on to have a rough appear- 
ance. 


Peach Pie.—For a-peach pie line a pie 


plate with good puff paste and fill with 
pealed and halved peaches. Sprinkle 
the fruit with sugar—about half a cup 
—and sift over one ta'blespoonful of 
flotir. If the fruit is not juicy use leas 
flour. Add a few bits of butter and 
bake. 


.Ricccl Potatoes.—Heat the colander 


and press through it -into a hot' dish a 
pint of seasoned mashed potatoes. It is 
best to have only a few tablespoons of 
potatoes in the colander at one time.

GOLD IN KENOSHA COUNTY 
Farmers Bav« Attaok 


DriUlBi;I>ead» to 
Kenosha county farmers 'have-, a bad 


attack of the gold fever and 'in some 
cases it is almost as bad aa the attacks 
of the original "Forty Niners." Five or 
six months ago a- farmer residing just 
south of this city picked up a number of 
stones on his farm and when, examined 
they were found to contain a little vir- 
gin gold. This announcement was greet- 
ed with an increase in the value of th» 
property and every farmer, in the neigh- 
borhood at once began to,xnake,a earer 
fill investigation of every stone found 
on the farm.

The attack of gold fever has broken 


out again and this time it seems to be 
of a more serious nature. During 
the 


last week a well was drilled on -'the -'farm 
of William Irving 'and1 when the- water 
spouted to the top of the pipe it seemed 
to contain a mineral deposit. 


The men at work alwut the flowing 


well examined the water, but they could 
not account for the yellow sheen in the 
bottom of the glass. It failed to be 'ac- 
counted for by the pipes and some-of the 
water and the metal were taken^to a 
jeweler in the city and sent to Chicago • 
for Analysis. The metal proved to'J':be 
gold. It is claimed that there 'war suf- 
ficient gold in the water -taken'.' as a -sam- 
ple to yield large results. As soon as 
the pump makers heard from the'analy- 
sis they sent other samples of the wa- 
ter to Chicago and1 they are now await- 
ing the result of 'the further-tests; •-•• 


Similar deposits of gold are; said to 


have been discovered in Kenosha county 
wells several years ago; ; but at that 
time "no particular attention w.as paid to 
the matter and'it ^was riot thought that 
there was sufficient, quantity, of -the gold 
to warrant an effort to -secure -,}t from 
the waters..

Senate Votes to Place Census Office 


Under* Civil service. ; 
r 


President's DeoUlon en Schley Appeal, 


Will, in Mmln, b* A^Terne to Admiral ' 


— Th« We*ks Program. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—The senate 


voted Saturday to place all employes of 
the census office under civil service rules. 
The action was taken during the consid- 
eration of the bill establishing a perma- 
'nent census office, which occupied 
the 


entire session, and gave rise to a debate 
which covered the whole ci'vil service 
question. 


On motion of Mr. McComas, the first 


paragraph of section 5 was so amended 
as to read: "That all employes of the 
census ofPce except unskilled laborer*, 
at the date of the passage of this act, 
shall be, and they are hereby placed 
without further examination, under the 
provisions of the civil service act." 


On motion of Mr. Teller the bill was 


amended so as to provide for an assis- 
tant director of the census at a salary 
of $4,000 a year, and further that the 
terms of appointment of both, the ctircV 
tors and assistant director should be 
four years.
